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Absentee balloting has begun in Henry County

The process of absen¬ 
tee balloting in Kentucky 
has begun for voters 
who will not be able to 
go to their polling place 
on Election Day, Nov. 

4, according to a news 
release from Secretary of 
State Alison Lundergan 
Grimes. Eligible vot¬ 
ers may request mail-in 
absentee ballots. 

Those eligible, accord¬ 
ing to the secretary of 
state, include: military 
personnel, their depen¬ 
dents, and overseas citi¬ 
zens; students who tem¬ 
porarily reside outside 
the county; voters who 
temporarily reside out¬ 
side Kentucky (e.g., vaca¬ 
tioners); voters who are 
incarcerated but have not 
yet been convicted; vot¬ 
ers whose employment 
takes them outside the 
county for all days and 
hours the polling place is 
open; voters of advanced 
age or who suffer from 
disability or illness; voters 
who are participants in 
the Secretary of State’s 
Address Confidentiality 
Program. 

Voters may request an 
absentee ballot applica¬ 
tion from their county 
clerk in person or via 
telephone, fax or email, 
according to the news 
release. 


Applications for mail- 
in absentee ballots must 
be received by the clerk’s 
office no later than Oct. 
28. The completed 
absentee ballot must be 
received by the county 
clerk by 6 p.m. local time 
on Election Day. 

Individuals who do not 
qualify to vote by mail- 
in absentee ballot may 
still be eligible to vote in 
person prior to Election 
Day. 

In-person absentee 
voting will begin in all 
counties no later than 12 
working days prior to the 
election, although county 
boards of elections may 
permit in-person absen¬ 
tee voting to start earlier. 

In-person absentee 
voting is conducted dur¬ 
ing the county clerk’s 
regular business hours on 
voting machines similar 
to those used on Election 
Day. 

In regards to in- 
person absentee vot¬ 
ing, members of the 
Henry County Board 
of Elections gathered at 
County Clerk Juanita 
Lashley’s office last 
Wednesday to conduct 
an accuracy test on the 
county-wide absentee 
voting machine set up 
there. 

After the board made 
sure the voting machine 
worked properly, in- 
office absentee balloting

boarded a ferry to return 
from leave at Haifa, 

Israel, when the boat 
suddenly capsized. 

In the immedi¬ 
ate aftermath, media 
accounts from the time 
put the casualties at 21 
and attributed the acci¬ 
dent to a succession of 
huge waves striking the 
57-foot, double-decker 
ferry carrying 102 sailors. 

“Moments before it 
overturned, the bow of 
the boat rose out of the 
water and twisted, allow¬ 
ing its passengers no time 
to secure life jackets or 
move to safety, according 
to the survivors,” said 
the Jan. 2, 1991, article 
in the Henry County 
Local. “They described 
the ordeal as swift and 
decisive as a bolt of light¬ 
ning, taking only a mat¬ 
ter of seconds.” 

Brent, an aviation 
electrician serving on the 
aircraft carrier, drowned 
as a result. 

The Navy later decom¬ 
missioned the Saratoga, 
but the sailors who 
served on the aircraft 
carrier banded together 
as the USS Saratoga 
Association with the goal 
of turning it into a float¬ 
ing museum, according 
to Sammy King, who 
helped organize the 
reunion in Louisville. 

King, who lives in 
Owensboro, worked to 
keep the Saratoga from 


being scrapped, but the 
Navy changed its plans 
for the ship a few years 
ago. 

Instead of allowing 
the group to save the 
aircraft carrier, Navy 
officials wanted to cre¬ 
ate a Saratoga display 
at the USS John F. 
Kennedy Museum in 
Rhode Island. King was 
among those in 2011 
who selected pieces of 
the Saratoga to turn into 
a museum exhibit. 

Flying home, King sat 
in the front seat on the 
airplane. His cap embroi¬ 
dered with the name of 
the USS Saratoga on it. 

Another passenger 
noticed and dropped 
a handwritten note to 
King during the flight. It 
said that the passengers 
were good friends with 
the McCreights from 
Eminence, who had lost 
their son during his ser¬ 
vice on the same ship. 

“That piqued my 
interest,” King recalled. 
“If I had gone to the 
back of the airplane, our 
paths would have never 
crossed.” 

King already planned 
to propose holding 
the 2014 reunion in 
Louisville, and the 
McCreights living nearby 
gave him another reason 
to follow through with 
that idea. 

“I feel like deep down, 
it was destined for that 
to happen,” King said. 
“Here we are 24 years 
later, we’re going to be 
in the town where this 
young man’s from.” 



Though he struggled 
with the idea of dredging 
up unpleasant memo¬ 
ries for the McCreights, 
ultimately King decided 
inviting Brent’s family to 
the reunion and to honor 
their sacrifice was the 
right thing to do. 

The common saying 
of a “band of brothers” 
— about the camarade¬ 
rie among members of 
the military who served 
together — gets used a 
lot, but it also happens 
to be true, King said. 

“I have a signature 
on my e-mail that says 
it pretty well: ‘Saratoga 
shipmates are bound 
by a tie that others 
know knot,”’ he added. 
“That’s why we have 
reunions, we’re family.” 

When the McCreights 
arrived at the reunion 
at the Crowne Plaza 
Hotel, the organiz¬ 
ers made them the 
guests of honor, Harold 
McCreight explained. 
Association members 
put corsages on him and 
Delores, led them to the 
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Coroner

front of the ballroom and 
served them supper. 

The McCreights then 
heard from Capt. Roland 
“Ron” Jaeh, who served 
as the aircraft handling 
officer and assistant air 
boss on the Saratoga 
from 1989 to 1991, 
the main speaker at the 
reunion. 

From Jaeh, the 
McCreights learned 
details about the acci¬ 
dent they’d never heard 
before. 

When the ferries were 
taking the sailors back 
to the ship, one man 
got sick and fell over the 
side, the retired air boss 
told the reunion attend¬ 
ees. 

“A lot of the boys 
went to the back to res¬ 
cue him, and because 
of the weight, it tilted 
and capsized and a lot 
of the boys went over,” 
Harold said. “When 
the ferry went down 
being that [Brent] was 
in the bottom deck, he 
couldn’t get out. He was 
trapped.” 

Harold appreciated 
the Saratoga Association 
remembering Brent and 
honoring his service, as 
well as telling the family 
what happened that day. 

“Losing a child is 
something you never get 
over,” Harold said. “It’s 
been 23 years, but it 
wouldn’t matter if it was 
100 years — it’s some¬ 
thing you never get over. 

“When it first happens, 
you don’t think you can 
go on, but by the grace 


of God, time heals. It 
still hurts real bad. You 
have to look forward, 
and some day we’re 
going to see him again.” 

The accident happened 
just before Christmas, 
and Brent, then 23, 
would have completed 
his time with the Navy 
that February. Harold 
wonders if his son had 
lived, would he have got¬ 
ten married, had children 
and what his life would 
be like. 

A letter from 
McDonald-Douglas 
arrived for Brent at his 
Eminence home — the 
airplane manufacturer 
wanted to interview him 
after he left the Navy. 

Harold still recalls the 
last time he and Delores 
saw Brent, when they 
drove him to the airport 
after a furlough. The six- 
foot, seven-inch Brent 
gave his mother a big 
hug and then turned to 
his father. 

“Well, Dad, you better 
give me a hug — it’ll be 
a long time before you 
see me again,” Harold 
remembered. That was 
the last time they spoke 
to their son in person. 

Another recognition 
King arranged involved 
requesting that Brent 
McCreight’s name be 
added to Patriots Peace 
Memorial in Louisville 
near Thurman-Hutchins 
Park on River Road. The 
request has been granted 
and Brent’s name will be 
added next May. 

Each Memorial Day, 


just a few names of 
military personnel lost 
in the line of duty under 
conditions other than 
those of declared hostile 
action are added to the 
monument. Each name 
is etched in glass and 
replaces a brick in the 
memorial. 

“This void in an other¬ 
wise solid wall becomes a 
portal of light transform¬ 
ing the interior by day 
and radiating outward 
at night through each 
name as a reminder to 
celebrate daily the joy 
of freedom purchased 
and safeguarded by these 
brave men and women,” 
according to the memo¬ 
rial’s website, www.patri- 
otspeacememorial. org . 

As a parent, King said 
he couldn’t imagine the 
pain caused by having to 
bury a child. 

“I hope we removed 
some of the hurt because 
he was our shipmate,” 
King said. “I hope it 
means something to the 
McCreights, showing 
them Brent is not forgot¬ 
ten.” 

“They were very 
wonderful people,” 
Harold reacted to the 
recognitions. “Words just 
wouldn’t describe how 
nice it was.” 

He called the inclusion 
of Brent’s name on the 
Patriots Peace Memorial 
a big deal. 

“I think it’s wonder¬ 
ful,” he said. “There 
again, it’s another honor 
to recognize him.”

August jobless rate drops for all counties in Kentucky

For the first time 
on record, unemploy¬ 
ment rates fell in all 
120 Kentucky coun¬ 
ties between August 
2013 and August 
2014, according to 
the Kentucky Office 
of Employment and 
Training, an agency 
of the Kentucky 
Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

“The underlying 
message is that we 
have left the recession 
behind. That doesn’t 
mean unemployment 
rates will decrease each 
month in all 120 coun¬ 
ties,” cautioned Manoj 
Shanker, economist at 
the Kentucky Office 
of Employment and 
Training. “The survey 
data is prone to volatil¬ 
ity. The overall trend is 


positive, but there will be 
times - perhaps as soon 
as next month - when 
instead of all 120 coun¬ 
ties recovering, it may be 
100 counties.” 

He added this reverses 
the trend seen during 
the first nine consecutive 
months in 2009 — the 
Great Recession — when 
all 120 Kentucky coun¬ 
ties experienced an 
increase in their unem¬ 
ployment rates. 

For the month of 
August, Owen, Simpson 
and Woodford coun¬ 
ties recorded the low¬ 
est jobless rates in the 
Commonwealth at 5.1 
percent each, according 
to a news release from 
the state. They were fol¬ 
lowed by Oldham and 
Shelby counties, 5.2 per¬ 
cent each; and Daviess, 
Fayette, Franklin, Logan, 
Monroe and Todd coun¬ 
ties, 5.3 percent each. 


Statistics for Henry 
County places the unem¬ 
ployment rate at 6 per¬ 
cent, or 435 people with¬ 
out jobs, according to 
the state figures. That’s 
compared to 7.9 percent 
from the same time last 
year. 

State estimates put 
Henry County’s unem¬ 
ployment rate at 7.2 per¬ 
cent for July. 

The lower unemploy¬ 
ment rate for Henry 
County is good news, 
but it’s difficult to know 
what exactly led to the 
decline, Shanker told the 
Henry County Local in an 
e-mail. 

With a labor force of 
around 7,500, even a 
few dozen more Henry 
County people finding 
work can cause a swing 
in the unemployment 
rate, he said. 

“About 81 percent of 
Henry County residents

are employed outside the 
county,” he explained. 
“That means if more 
jobs are created in, say, 
Jefferson County where 
27 percent of Henry 
countians work, then it 
helps to keep the unem¬ 
ployment rate low in 
Henry County.” 

Magoffin County 
recorded the state’s 
highest unemployment 
rate - 13.3 percent. It 
was followed by Jackson 


County, 12.2 percent; 
Harlan County, 12.1 
percent; Fulton, Leslie 
and Letcher counties, 
11.5 percent each; Knott 
County, 11 percent; 

Bell County, 10.6 per¬ 
cent; Clay County, 10.2 
percent; and Christian 
County, 9.9 percent. 

Unemployment sta¬ 
tistics are based on 
estimates and are com¬ 
piled to measure trends 
rather than actually to 


count people working, 
the news release said. 
Civilian labor force statis¬ 
tics include non-military 
workers and unemployed 
Kentuckians who are 
actively seeking work. 

Statistics do not 
include unemployed 
Kentuckians who have 
not looked for employ¬ 
ment within the past four 
weeks.

the district one of, if not 
the first, to achieve the 
100 percent mark in the 
state.” 

Test scores on the 
ACT and the Kentucky 
Performance Rating for 
Educational Progress 
(K-PREP) indicated that 
Eminence students can 
compete with those in 
other districts. 

“The percentage of 
Eminence students meet¬ 
ing the ACT benchmarks 
(78 percent English, 

43.9 percent math, 

58.5 percent science) 
far outpaces the state 
averages (55.9 English, 

43.5 percent math, 47.1 
percent science),” educa¬ 
tors noted in an e-mail. 
“The average score of 
Eminence’s junior class 
on the ACT is equal 

to or exceeds the state 
average in every sub test 
— English, mathematics, 
reading, science.” 

For K-PREP, 

Eminence educators also 
sounded pleased about 


scores showing more 
students performing at 
the proficient/distin¬ 
guished level for reading 
scores for grades seven 
and eight than the state 
average. 

In addition, 80.5 per¬ 
cent of Eminence 11 th 
graders earned proficient 
and distinguished scores 
as compared to the 56.1 
state average, the report 
says. 

Students also exceeded 
the state averages for 
proficient and distin¬ 
guished scores for end- 
of-course biology and 
U.S. history tests, while 
falling just short of the 
state average for English 
II. 

Eminence educa¬ 
tors will try to boost 
K-PREP test scores that 
lag behind the state’s, 
including 25.2 percent 
of middle school stu¬ 
dents scoring proficient 
or better in math, below 
the state average of 44.8 
percent; the sixth grade 
reading score of 29.5 
percent at proficient or 
better, compared to the 
state’s 52.8 percent; 
lower results for sixth, 


eighth and tenth grade 
writing; and at 27.3 per¬ 
cent scoring proficient 
or distinguished on the 
Algebra II end of course 
exam, which falls more 
than 10 percentage 
points below the state 
average. 

For Eminence 
Elementary School, edu¬ 
cators vowed to keep 
“closing the gap.” 

Ranked at the 24 th 
percentile in Kentucky, 
the elementary school 
dropped from the 55 
percentile the year before 
and holds a “needs 
improvement” rating. 

EES’s overall account¬ 
ability score fell to 57.9 
for 2013-14 from 65.9 
the year before, accord¬ 
ing to its report card. 

Educators acknowl¬ 
edged the need to 
close the gap between 
Eminence scores in math, 
reading, science, writing 
and language mechanics. 

Elementary reading at 
50.3 percent proficient/ 
distinguished is one of 
the better results, where 
the local scores are not 
far off from the state 
average of 54.7. 

In terms of elementary 
math, EIS students had 

34.9 percent proficient/ 
distinguished rates as 
compared to 49.2 per¬ 
cent for Kentucky. 

Coffee said elementary 
educators will review 
the writing and arts and 
humanities where the 
report card found the 
school performing less 
than proficient. 

Similarly, teachers will 
evaluate the social studies 
curriculum and instruc¬ 
tion methods, after the 
scores there came back 

33.9 for Eminence com¬ 
pared to 58.2 for the 
state. 


“A close look at the 
three-year trends, one 
that looks at the pattern 
of improvement since 
the K-PREP assessments 
began three years ago, 
unquestionably demon¬ 
strates that Eminence 
Elementary is on the 
right path,” Coffee said. 
“The time is quickly 
approaching when 
Eminence Elementary 
will turn that corner.” 

Superintendent Buddy 
Berry feels proud of all 
students and staff in the 
system after seeing the 
report card results. 

“With our belief that 
school is a 13-year pro¬ 
cess achieved by the hard 
work of all K-12 teach¬ 
ers, we are extremely 
excited that our gradu¬ 
ates are in the top five 
percent of Kentucky,” 
Berry enthused. “We are 
also thrilled to be the 
first school in Kentucky’s 
history to score 100 per¬ 
cent college and career 
ready.” 

Henry County Public 
Schools 

This is the second 
year in a row that Henry 
County High School 
reached “proficient” 
school status under the 
state accountability sys¬ 
tem, Superintendent Tim 
Abrams noted. 

The number of stu¬ 
dents successfully com¬ 
pleting their school 
career is something 
Henry County educators 
can feel proud of. 

“The graduation rate 
for the 2013-14 school 
year was 94.3 percent, 
which is 7.1 percent 
higher than the state 
average,” Abrams said.

from the previous year’s 
average of 88.6, which 
was also above the state 
average.” 

Henry County also 
performed well in col¬ 
lege and career readi¬ 
ness of students at 62.2 
percent, which was also 
above the state average. 
Abrams said college and 
career readiness has been 
a focus of the entire dis¬ 
trict preschool through 
grade 12. 

The state account¬ 
ability system awards 
bonus points for students 
who are both college 
and career ready, putting 
HCHS’s overall college 
and career rating at 76.5 
compared to a state aver¬ 
age of 72. 

“It is evident from 
the district’s college and 
career readiness num¬ 
bers that HCPS students 
are being well prepared 
for college or a chosen 
career after graduation,” 
Abrams said. 

A bright spot among 
the end-of-course test 
scores, Henry County 
U.S. history students 
outpacing the state aver¬ 
age 60.3 to 58 percent 
proficient/distinguished. 

Students nearly 
matched the state results 
for Algebra II at 37.3 
percent locally and 37.9 
for the state. 

“The high school obvi¬ 
ously is doing very well,” 
said Kricket McClure, 
assistant superintendent. 
“We’re very proud of 
the efforts they’ve made 
there.” 

Over the entire dis¬ 
trict, the high school 
and Campbellsburg 
Elementary met their 
annual measurable objec¬ 
tive goal for 2013-14 
school year, the results 
show, Abrams said. 


“Henry County High 
School is above the 
state average in growth 
in reading, math and 
combined reading and 
math,” he added. “The 
high school is also above 
the state average in 
math and social studies 
achievement.” 

Campbellsburg 
Elementary went from 
an overall score of 59.3 
to 63.7, Abrams said. 
CES “made great gains 
in overall achievement,” 
with scores rising from 
53.7 in 2012-13 to 62.9 
last year. 

“Campbellsburg also 
saw significant improve¬ 
ment in reading, math, 
science, social studies and 
writing,” he said. “They 
also improved their over¬ 
all achievement gap score 
of the same period from 

25.6 to 41.8, a 16.2- 
point improvement.” 

Results from other 
Henry County schools 
show a decline of a few 
points from the 2012-13 
to last year for Eastern 
(66.8 to 64.4); New 
Castle (64.4 to 61.4); 
and Henry County 
Middle (62.3 to 61.2). 
These three schools 
received “needs improve¬ 
ment” ratings. 

Though Eastern and 
New Castle elemen¬ 
tary schools and Henry 
County Middle saw 
drops in their scores, 
educators feel confident 
that the instructional 
practices, staff and lead¬ 
ership will lead to great 
improvements in the 
coming year, Abrams 
said. 

“I see wonderful 
things happening at all 
the schools,” McClure 
added. “Those don’t 
always show up in the 
test scores.”

Also, 
while I am a pastor and 
my columns reflect my 
understanding of the 
Christian faith, I try to 
write them so that they 
don’t sound too much 
like sermons. One of 
those a week is enough, 
even for a preacher. 

Today I am diverting 
from my normal pattern 
and am writing specifi¬ 
cally to church people.

There is someone who 
needs your understand¬ 
ing, care and love— 
your pastor. There are 
people who do under¬ 
stand, care and love 
their pastor; but there 
are many who do not 
understand the pastor’s 
role and plight, and 
therefore may not know 
the pastor even needs 
care and love. 

I sensed God’s call 
to ministry when I was 
only 16. I didn’t have a 
clue what ministry really 


was, nor did I have any 
real idea of what a pas¬ 
tor did. For the most 
part, I saw my pas¬ 
tors only at church on 
Sunday and at weddings 
and funerals. From that 
perspective, it looked 
like a fairly easy job. 

Perhaps your experi¬ 
ence and reaction is 
similar. If so, if you 
care about your pastor 
at all, don’t crack jokes 
about her or him work¬ 
ing one day a week. 
Trust me. It is not 
funny. 

There are two 
aspects of your pas¬ 
tor’s work that require 
more of him/her than 
you might imagine. 
Contrary to what a lot 
of people think, ser¬ 
mons do not drop from 
heaven into her/his 
brain prepackaged and 
ready for preaching. 

Unfortunately, the 
idea that they do is too 


often fostered by some 
pastors who claim that 
they do. I will be the 
first to say that, with¬ 
out God inspiring the 
sermon development, 

I would have run out 
of sermons a long time 
ago; but they, with rare 
exception, do not just 
appear. Many pastors 
will spend as much as 
twenty hours a week 
just in study and prepa¬ 
ration to preach, and 
preaching is just one 
thing the pastor does. 

That which over 
time brings the greatest 
stress to your pastor is 
that she/he is on call 
24/7, 365 days a year. 
She/he may have vaca¬ 
tion allotted and days 
off, but trust me, her/ 
his phone still rings, cri¬ 
ses occur, and vacations, 
days off and family din¬ 
ners, not to mention a 
night’s sleep, get inter¬ 
rupted. 


While none of us who 
understand our call can 
imagine doing anything 
other than what we do, 
we have all dreamed of 
having a job for which 
we clock in at 8 a.m. 
and clock out at 5 p.m. 

Along with this, 
your pastor is carrying 
administrative duties 
that are both easier 
and harder because 
the organization being 
administered is one 
made up of volunteers. 
While it may not be 
easy to get employees 
to do what you want 
them to do, it is even 
harder to do so with 
volunteers. 

At this point—pre¬ 
paring to preach and 
administrating the 
church, most pastors 
already have a 40-hour 
week filled, but they are 
not finished with the 
job. There are visits to 
make (hospitals, nurs¬ 


ing homes, homes and 
sometimes workplaces). 
There are people to 
counsel, funerals to 
conduct and the griev¬ 
ing to comfort and 
weddings to perform. 

If you take the time 
to understand all that 
your pastor does, don’t 
be surprised to learn 
that she/he is regu¬ 
larly giving you, your 
church, and your com¬ 
munity 60-70 hours of 
his/her life each week. 
She/he is as tired at the 
end of the week as you 
are after doing all you 
do. 

Understanding, car¬ 
ing for and loving your 
pastor begins with your 
having and showing 
appreciation for all he/ 
she does. 

Next month I will 
focus on practical ways 
you can show that 
appreciation.

Ways to avoid colds and the flu

You don’t want to 
spend this winter bat¬ 
tling a runny nose, a 
nagging cough or a 
fever. But colds and flu 
come with the season, 
right? They don’t have 
to. Try this advice from 
the Center for Disease 
Control (CDC). 

Wash your hands 

Wash your hands 
often. The viruses that 
cause colds and sea¬ 
sonal flu are spread 
by droplets, usually 
when an infected per¬ 
son coughs sneezes, or 
talks. The virus is air¬ 
borne and enters your 
body through your nose 
or mouth, or from your 
hands after you have 
touched an object con¬ 
taminated with the virus. 

For instance, if you 
share a phone or a com¬ 
puter keyboard, or touch 
public door handles 
and put your hands 
near your face, the virus 
could enter your mouth 
or nose. Washing your 
hands for at least 20 
seconds using soap and 
water is best for clean¬ 
ing cold viruses off your 
hands. 

If you don’t have 
access to soap and 
water, consider carrying 
an alcohol-based hand 
cleaner with you. 

Use tissues, then 
toss them 

Don’t stuff used tis¬ 
sues back in your pocket. 
Throw them away. 

Avoid contact 

Avoid close contact 
with people who are sick. 


Stay home if you are 
sick to prevent spreading 
your illness. When you 
cough or sneeze, cover 
your mouth and nose 
with a tissue or cough or 
sneeze into your upper 
sleeve. 

Practice good health 
habits 

The CDC recom¬ 
mends that you follow 
general recommenda¬ 
tions to stay healthy. 
These suggestions 
include: get plenty 
of sleep; be physi¬ 
cally active; manage your 
stress; drink plenty of 
fluids; and eat nutritious 
food. 

Get a flu shot 

The best time to get 
the flu vaccine is when 
it becomes available in 
your community, but 
getting the vaccine later 
is better than not get¬ 
ting it at all. The young, 
those older than age 65, 
and the chronically ill are 
most at risk for compli¬ 
cations from seasonal flu. 
The CDC recommends 
an annual flu shot for 
everyone age six months 
and older. 

Three different flu 
shots are available, and 
your provider will help 
select the right one for 
you. Two things to 
remember: Flu shots 
don’t cause the flu, and 
getting a flu shot won’t 


protect you against the 
common cold. 

And as you are plan¬ 
ning to get your annual 
flu shot remember to 
check on other immu¬ 
nizations that you may 
need because immuniza¬ 
tions do not end when 
you reach adulthood. 
Vaccines for adults are 
recommended based on 
your age, prior vaccina¬ 
tions, health, lifestyle, 
occupation and travel. 

Below are some rec¬ 
ommendations from 
Kimberly Blanton with 
U.K. Healthcare that 
will help you make sure 
you have the protection 
you need. 

What immunizations 
do I need? 

A flu vaccine is recom¬ 
mended yearly. 

Tdap protects against 
tetanus diphtheria, 
and pertussis (whooping 
cough). The CDC rec¬ 
ommends the Tdap for 
adults 19 and older who 
have never received the 
vaccine. A Td booster 
vaccine (tetanus and 
diphtheria) should be 
repeated every 10 years. 

Varicella is essential if 
you never had chicken- 
pox or the chickenpox 
vaccine. 

Measles, mumps and 
rubella (MMR) is impor¬ 
tant if you never received 
this vaccine or never had 
these diseases. Adults 
born after 1956 may 


need two doses if they 
do not have evidence of 
immunity. 

Polio - Adults whose 
travel or job puts them 
at increased risk for 
exposure to polio should 
check with their doctor 
about a polio vaccine. 

Hepatitis A - Anyone 
who will be in close 
contact with an adopted 
child from a country 
with high rates of hepa¬ 
titis A and adults who 
will be traveling to cer¬ 
tain foreign countries or 
have certain risk factors, 
should be vaccinated for 
Hepatitis A. 

Hepatitis B - Adults 
19 to 59 who have dia¬ 
betes as well as adults 
whose travel, health con¬ 
dition or lifestyle increas¬ 
es their risk of exposure 
should be vaccinated for 
Hepatitis B. 

What vaccinations 
should I have if I'm 
an older adult? 

Pneumococcal vaccine 
- this vaccine doesn’t 
prevent pneumonia, 
but it can prevent some 
complications. All adults 
ages 65 years and older 
need one dose. 

Shingles vaccine - 
adults ages 60 and older 
need one dose, whether 
or not they’ve had shin¬ 
gles before. 

Be sure to check with 
your health care provider 
about any other vaccina¬ 
tions might be recom¬ 
mended for you.
